veigh not againſt him, but make mine owne 'Apologie z tor he offers 
ed the injury firſt , who by his yery ill tranflating} and interpreting,, 
hath made thoſe that were good Comediesin Greeke, tobe bur bad 
ones in Latine, The ſame man of late hath put forth Menaxnders Phaſe 
ma, and in his Comedy of Theſaurus he hath pabliſhed that thede- 
feridant ſhould givea reaſon ( of whom-the Goldis demanded) why 
it ſhould be his, before the plaintiffe (which demands-it )| ſhew how: 
that treaſure came to be his, and alſo tobe inhis Fathers tombe, 
From henceforth let him hot deceive himſelfe , nor thinkethus, L 
have done making of Comedies, he cannot tauntme any more; TL 
adviſe himto be wiſe,and to leave off tro prevokeme, For I have mas 
ny things againſt him , which for this time ſhall be forgiven , but 
hereafter they ſhall not be forgotren ; if he perſiſt as he hath doneto. 
offend me. Now for this Comedy of Menanders. Eunuch which. we 
are aboutto play , he obtained afrer the Adiles had bought ic, that 
he might have libertie to looke upon it. The play began when the 
Magiſtrate was there, in whoſe preſence he cries out, aFilcher and 
not a Poet : and that he had ſer forth a Comedy z and yet for all chat 
had put nothing to eithee words or matter of his owne , flill exclai« 
ming that Colax was an old Comedy of Nevius and Plaxtus , and that 
thence is taken the Paraſites and Souldicrs part, Now if that be an 
offence, itis committed through rhe Poets ignorance; and not thar 
he purpoſed to play the Theefe. That it isſo,you now may judge of it, 
Colax is a Comedie of Menanders : and init there is {olax the Pa» 


\rafite, and the vaine _— Sculdier. Now hedenies not that he 


hathtaken the parts out of Grecke into his Comediecalled Eunuch; 
but that he knew theſe to be tranſlated into Latine before by any os 
ther,thathe utterly denies, But if itſhall notbe lawfull for divers men 

toule the ſ(elfe ſame parts, how isit lawfulbro introduce thenames 
of grave Matrones, wanton Drabs, greedie Paralites, bragging Soul» 
dicrs, achilde to be ſuborned , the old man to be coozened of his 
Servant,and to bring in affe&ions of love, hatred andſuſ; _ ? For 
to conclude, there isnought ſaid, that hath not been (aid heretofore; 
or ſpeech that hath not been betore ſpoken, Wherefore it 1s mcere 
that you ſhould know thus much, and alſo pardon, if we late Wricers 
doe but that, which they in former age have often done before us. 
Now Ipray you give attention andmarke with diligence , that you 
may throughly know what this Exmwcbas meancth.

Hat none of you may maryaile, wherefore theory hath allotted 
to an eld man the young mansparrt, I will firſt give a reaſon for 
thar, and after ſhew you the cauſe of my comming. There ſhall bee 
playd before you this day, the Comedie called Heautontimoroumenon, 
wholy tranſlated out of Greeke into Latine, which of one fimple 
matter is now becomedouble, Thus havcI told you howit is new , 
and alſo whatitis. Now itremaines that T ſhould ſhew you who ſer ir 
forth, and whoſe it was in Greeke, but that T thinke the moſt of you 
knowes 1t already. I will now tell you briefelyin few words, why I 
have taken this charge upon me, The Poets dcfire was to have mee 
play the Oratour, and not a Prologues part ; who relying himſclfe' 
upon your judgement, hath made mee an ARor. And this Aﬀor can 
doe as much by his eloquence in pronuntiation, ashe could well doe 
by his wit and invention, who wrotethis ſpeech which I am about to 
utter. As tovching the rumours which ſome envious parties have 
ſpread abroade, that the Poet hath made a mixture of many Come- 
dies in Grecke,tomake a few in Latine : that hehath doneſo,this our 
Poet denies not, neither repents of it ; but rather thinks he ſhall doe 
ſo heereafter, for hee hath the examples of gocd Poetstofollow , 
whereby hee thinkes it lawfull forhim todoe that which they have 
done. Further, whereas this cankered old Poet obje&s, often telling 
me, that this our Poct hath, as it were of a ſudden, ſettled his minde 
to the ſtudy of Poetry, without good advice : enterprtzing the ſame 
rather by the ſupportation of his friends, then of us owne naturall 
inclination. But forthat marter, Irefer my felfe to your judgements; 
whercfore I entreate you that the perſwaſions of men partial}, may 
not more prevaile with you,:then. the reaſons of men indifterenc, 
Shew your ſelues equall Tudges, and give us leaveto ſet forth more 
new Comedics, ſeeing you aftoord us your fayour in mg hen 
witheut finding any fault. And let not that my adverſary thinke this 
to be ſpoken for hiscauſe, who of late in a Comedie of his, brought 
in the auditerie giving wayto a ſervant running inthe ſtreet ; and 
why ſhould they yeeld to a mad foole againſt all ſeemelincfle. But 
he ſhall heare ofmore of his faults, when our Poct ſhall ſct forth o* 
ther new Comedics, except he leave hisrailing. Be yeehere preſent 
without partiality, and give mce leave with hlence and without di- 
flurbanec,to A aquict Comedy,that I may not cycr ny on 
the 
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the ſpending of my ſpirits, and waſting of my body, playthe part of 
a vagabond vaſlaile, nor of the teftie old man, norot the gluttonous 
Paraſite, and impudent ſycophant, or covetous bawd. [ pray you 
for my ſake take this for a good and lawfull excuſe; that I may bee 
ſomewhat caſed, For now adaies thoſe that make new Comedies, 
have no regard at all ofan old man. If any Comedie bee very trou- 
bleſome, that they lay upon mee : but if cake, thars had to another 
company. The ayle of this Comedie I can promiſe you to bee pure. 
Try what my witcan doe, both for the one and the other, If Tneyer

have any ſpe&ators. Now therefore thisis preſented evigentlyjin ftexd 
of a new one. He that writ this,was not willing for that:matrer to ſhew 
it the ſecond ti-ne,that ſohe might (ell it again, You have accepted his 
other Comedies, pray you reject not this, You ſec how I am become 
an humble ſuter unto you in my Prologues weede, Suffer me. not to 
be an Orator to parties inexorable : that I-may retaine. that-reputa- 
tion amonglt you in mine old age » Which I ever had with youin my. 
young yeeres. When I obtained of you that thoſe new Comedies that 
were barred the ſlage, might be bronght on againe, leſt together with , 
the Poer , poetry it ſclfe thould decay :- as in thoſe of (eclius which I 
firſt played before you ; in ſome of them I had your good applauſe 
in others I ſcarcely pleaſed you. And becauſe | knew that fortune 
ſomerimesfrownrs uponthe Theatre , I would not undertake a cer- 
taine labour, for an unc-rtaine hope: but adventured to play the 
(ame againe, and tolearne other new ones of the ſame mans making, 
that he might ſtill proſecute his ſtudies. At length I obtained of you. 
that they might be ſcene , which being played , you liked them well, 
and ſo reſtored the Pot againe unto his place , who by the injurious, 
dealing of his 1dverſarics, was now almoſt diſcouraged for taking any 
more p2ines in the ſtudy of poetry.
